Mkdical Dki-aktmkxt ok TSUI University ok 
Louisville— Puok. I'.u.meu's Istkouixtory Lec- 
tdre. — We greatly regret that it was out of our power 
to hear the opening addross of Professor Palmer at the 
University on Monday night, but a friend, in whose 
critical judgment we confide, has kindly furnished 
us with a brief outline of his own impression, which, 
however, warm and admiring as it is, scarcely equals 
the applause with which we hear the effort mention- 
ed on every hand. 

After a brief episode, devoted to a concise historical 
sketch of the University school, the Professor, says 
our friend, examined the various means and resources 
of the school for teaching medical science, from which 
he proceeded, by a natural transition, to the t on-id- 
eration of medical schools in this country generallv. 
He thoroughly established the fact that the Ameri- 
can student has as ample opportunities for the acqui- 
sition of medical knowledge in the first class schools 
of his own country as he can find in any school in 
Eurojie. This Let. a Ljfhtj imtortant one, by the 
way, he set forth in the stronge it light. Another 
topic of interest and weight which the Professor 
touched with fine effect was the fact that medical 
schools are absolutely essential to the discipline and 
equipment of the medical practitioner. He discuss- 
ed this point, as, indeed, every other, with remark- 
clearness and felicity. The whole address was 
of unusual beauty, power, and eloquence. 
Many excellent judges present pronounced it the 
ist effort of the kind they had ever heard. 
None acquainted with the fullness, variety, and 
accuracy of Trof. Palmer's attainments, or with his 
impressive and kindling oratory, will question for a 
moment the justness of our friend's impression.

Mai:kkts — Thk Stalls. — We are informed that 
a crying evil, long festering in our markets, is in a 
fair way to be remedied. It is true that all taxes 
on the necessaries of life are paid by the consumers. 
He who carries on the business only advances the 
tax or license to the city, which is repaid by tde 
profits on the business he does. In favor of the con- 
sumers of butchers' meat, vegetables, and other 
market articles, dealers in the 
to pay neither a license or a tax . 

The city builds the market houses and charges a 
small quarterly rent for the stalls, and this is the 
only revenue the city draws from the market houses 
and this is the only tax paid by consumers for her 
benefit. 

But now comes the evil. A butcher rents his stall, 
say for £100 or less per annum, and immediately 
sells it to another for $1,000, 81,200, or $1,500. 
This exorbitant rent for stalls hantts the buyers over 
to the tender mercies of the butchers to reimburse 
by extra prices and shor 

high rents. We are pleased to 
hear that the General Council will sustain the May. 
or in suppressing the practice of underletting stall 
in the markets at a profit to the butcher to be made 
good by exactions on the consumers of the city 
Hereafter the stalls will be rented by auction, on the 
15th of April, and on proper days thereafter in 
rear, to the highest bidder, and no one will have 
the right to sell or underlease a stall for a profit, 
and no one will be permitted to own a stall not oc- 
cupied bv himself.

They plajed their first game 
together on Thursday morning, Mr. Morphv hav- 
ing the advantage of attack, which he retained 
throughout the contest, winning the affair in bril- 
liant style after four hour's struggle. A number of 
strangers and others assembled at nightfall to wit- 
ness the second game, Mr. Paulsen having the first 
move. He played the Ruy Ixipez opening, but with 
an almost fatal result to himself, as will be perc.ived 
by the following. Mr. Mort>hy. though so young, 
possesses an intuitive knowledge of all the opeuings 
and defenses to them on the board, and a power of 
wresting the attack from his adversary, combined 
with rapidity of thought and extcution perhaps 
greater than "that of any living player. A Haw in 
Mr. Paulseii's attack afforded him the opi»ortuuity 
of effecting a most masterly combination, by which 
his opponent would have been forcibly check-mated 
: n a dozen moves. To bring about this desired re- 
sult, he made the sacrifice of one of his priucipal 
pieces. But by an error to which ail are liable, he 
played what should have been his .-ixth move liefore 
his fifth, which enabled Mr. Paul en to inter; o:-- a:: 
obstacle to his further approach, and to gain the ad- 
vantage both in pieces and position. After continu- 
ing the ttruggle during live and a half hours, the 
game was adjouruod until the following day, Mr. 
Paulsen believing he could now gain it — an opinion 
endorst d by every leading player in the room: Mr. 
Morphv, however, dechriug he could succctd in 
drawing it. The battle was continued (h xt day 
from 11 s. m. to 4:30 P. M., and, in tne evening, 
from 7 o'clock until 9 — iu all 13 hours — w hen, as Mr. 
Morphy had foreseeu, it resulted in a draw. The 
ihiragame commenced on Saturday morning and 
lasted 7 hours, Mr. Paulsen having" the first move 
and playing the same opening by wlrch he was in 
such imminent danger of defeat in the previous 
game. Within the first d'-zen moves, his ant ago- 
nist had directed a fearful attack on the position of 
his king, but, by a most beautiful series m maneu- 
vers, Mr. Paulsen drove him back, w ithout the loss 
of a piece or pawn, regained every advantage, and 
adjourned what ap;>eared tha better game of the two 
until the evening. At the end of two hours Mr. 
Paulsen became the winner, Mr. Morphy magnani- 
mous ly declaring that he had perfLCtly out-played 
him. 

With regard to the final re.-ult, Mr. Paulsen -tate^ 
his belief that Mr. Morphy will beat him. He as- 
serts that the latter gentleman is superior to all liv- 
ing players in everything that constitutes a thorough

More Mt'RDKP.s. — A horrible atfiir occurred lasj 
week in Iowa. The Stoughton (Wisconsin) Inde- 
pendent has a liter dc-eribing it. Mr. Adam-, 
editor of the Ware County Sentinel, w as married a 
short time since to a Miss Jenkins, who had pre- 
viously been engaged to another man by the nune 
of Harlev. Harley, on the morning of the wedding 
day, had threatened Miss Jenkins with revenge if 
she persisted in marrying his rival. On the Kith of 
September, Harley came to Adams's house while the 
latter was absent with his wife, and rinding it only- 
occupied by an old negro woman, knocked her down 
with an ax, fracturing her skull, aud then proceeded 
to demolish all the furniture and disfigure the 
premises. The next morning Adams armed himself 
with a rifl< and a knife aud went in search of Harley. 
He had not far to go, for about one hundred yards 
from the hou.-e. on the road which juisses through a 
strip of woods, he met Harlev, apparently 
proceeding to complete his work of destruc- 
tion. A farmer's boy. who happened to lie a short 
di-tance behind, was the sole witness of the dread- 
ful scene that endued, and which froz- his blood 
with Urror. A short but violent conversation com- 
menced between the two, when Adams discharged 
Ids rifle, only wounding Harley in the arm. liar- 
ley, a large, athletic man, then closed with him, 
and a terrible conflict followed. Adams at last re- 
ceived a fatal blow from his antagonist's knife, 
and Harley, though cut almost to pieces, raised the 
dead body, with the knife still sticking iu his up- 
right breast, and carried it into the presence of 
Mrs. Adams.

The SWIM TmaUW — In a late 11- brew conven- 
tion held in Baltimore the recent treaty between the 
United States and Switzerland was a prominent 
subject of discusiion. Before adjourning, a com- 
mittee was appointed to draw up a memorial to the 
President of tbe United States and present it in per- 
son, The duty has 1 een performed, and the follow- 
ing statement in the Baltimore Sun presents the re- 
sult of the proceeding: 

The Sic'4s Treaty Question. — Pursuant to a call 
for a national convention of Israelites, to consider 
what steps to take in reference to the treaty between 
the United States and the Swiss Confederation, the

Washington, Nov. 1, 1857. 

The rumor that the Administration have censured 
Gov. Walker's course in rejecting the illegal votes 
of Oxford district, in Johnson county, has produced 
some agitation at the North. Whether true or not, 
it will exert a most unfavorable influence upon the 
State election in New York, where the Democracy 
anticipate a triumph over Black Republicanism. 

The fact appears to be that the subject of General 
Walker's proclamation wa* considered last week in 
Cabinet council, and that it was held in their opin- 
ion that it belonged to the Territorial Legislature to 
judge of the validity of the election, ana not to the 
Governor. It is understood, also, that the subject 
is again to be considered in the Cabinet after the re- 
turn of Governor Floyd, who was expected to ar- 
rive here last night. If Gov. Walker is to be cen- 
sured or dismissed — and the former w ill be equiv- 
alent to the latter— it will not be w ithout a hearing. 
His own explanations of his conduct must first be 
heard. 

AU>ut a week ago dispatch<-sjwere received by the 
government from Governor Walker in relation to his 
official conduct up to that date, and his vindication 
is said to have l<ecn ample and satisfactory. It is 
said, however, that he requested that the United 
States troops should be retained in the Territory 
this w inter, and an order to that effect has been 
given. This shows that quiet in the Territory is uot 
to be expected, whether one or the other part}- may 
triumph. The free State leaders ?re evidently bent 
upon mUchief. They act in conformity with "direc- 
tions from their compatriot* in the North, and tbe 
main object is to retain the Kansas issue for the next 
Presidential election. The Kansas psticjr of the 
administration will I* a leading question of discus- 
sion in the next Congress, and. in relation to it, the 
Southern memliers will be divided. 



MAYOR S PROCLAMATION. 

Mayor's Ok eh k, Nov. 3, 1857. 
To James Kirl)tatricl; Esq , Chef of Police: 

You w ill cause each Marketmaster to be notified 
that no person, male or female, living in the city of 
I-ouisville. hag the right to do business in the mar- 
kets, or to buy or sell market articles In the city lim- 
it* either with or without a license. All such persons 
are forestallers. regraters, orengros-ers. and liable to 
be fined. If any person living in the city go into 
the country and buy market articles not conunq to 
wtrkt-t. such person has the right to sell in market 
(to consumers, not to persons to sell again) or in the 
city after market hours, as though he lived in the 
country, without a license. A huckster is a retail 
merchant, doing business under a license, and has 
no more right in the markets or spaces than a retail 
grocer or any other retailer living in tbe city. This 
thing of buying and selling market articles in the 
city limits on rjteculation must be iksconttnued. No 
person so doing can be the renter of a stall in the 
markets. It is illegal. The corporation has no 
power to authorise it. The Marketmasters are in- 
structed to clear the markets of all such persons. 
That they claim under a license or as a stall renter 
is no excuse. The Police force and the License In- 
spector are charged to be aiding and assisting the 
Marketmasters in this behalf.
